PULPWOOD  CONSUI/IPTION  AND  WOOD-PULP  PRODUC 

Washington,  D.  C. ,  November  15,  1922.  -  Proliminarj^  statistics  j.nst  rcl  eased  "by 
the  Department  of  Conmorco,  compiled  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  acting  in  cooper-' 
ation  with  the  Forest  Service,  U,  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  show  that  daring  1921 
the  consumption  of  pulpwood  was  4,557,179  cords,  and  the  production  of  vvool  p’llp  was 
2,075,601  tons*  This  is  a  decrease  of  25.5  per  cent  in  the  consumption  of  pulpwood 
and  24.8  per  cent  in  the  production  of  wood  pulp  compared  with  tho  preceding  year, 
when  tho  demand  for  pulp  was  still  abnormal  owing  to  the  world  shortage  following 
the  war.  The  decreased  eictivity  in  this  industry  during  1921  appears  to  have  been 
general  throu^out  the  country  v«rith  the  exception  of  Oregon  and  California,  tho  con¬ 
sumption  of  wood  in  the  manufacture  of  pulp  in  those  states  having  increased,  during 
the  past  several  years. 
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In  1921  reports  were  received  from  252  active  establishments  as  compared  with  253 
in  1920  and  258  in  1919.  The  largest  number  of  plants,  81,  was  reported  from  New 
York,  This  state,  however,  ranked  third  in  tho  cons'umption  of  pulpwood,  borng  super¬ 
seded  in  1921  by  Wisconsin  for  the  first  time,  Maine  is  the  most  important  state  in 
this  industry,  reporting  22  per  cent  of  tho  total  quantity  of  pulpwood  consumed  in 
tho  United  States, 


The  figures  for  1921  arc  preliminary  and  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be 
necessary  from  further  examination  of  the  reports.
